The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art is to Bishop (U.S. patent 4,965,821). Bishop teaches a cellular 
mobile radiotelephone with credit-card-reading capability, installed in rental equipment to check- 
in and check-out the rental equipment, and Hershberg (US Patent No. 5,289,369) discloses a 
control system that keeps track of the location and movement of a car and the status of the car, 
the movement of the car is monitored and a bill is computed for a subscriber. However, either 
Bishop nor Hershberg discloses providing a billing data output in respect of a vehicle-related 
service which is dependent on the time which said vehicle is being operated and is not dependent 
on any other input received from a vehicle sensor taken in combination with a vehicle-related 
services system as recited in independent claims 26, 44 and 68. 

The closest prior art is to Rising (Wo9521435). Rising teaches a system for locating the 
location of a vehicle. However, Rising fails to teach or suggest providing a billing data output in 
respect of a vehicle-related service which is dependent on the time which said vehicle is being 
operated and is not dependent on any other input received from a vehicle sensor taken in 
combination with a vehicle-related services system as recited in independent claims 26, 44 and 
68.
